Of all the mighty cedar forests 
which once clothed the gray heights 
of Lebanon there survive but a few 
huddled groups of trees, as the cedars 
above Aln Zanalta and those above 
Baruk. But of all these poor survivors 
there is one grove known above all 
others as Al Arr—the Cedars—the tiny 
forest of some four hundred trees 
which lies like a amal! black stain on 
the bosom of the mountains above lire 
sacred valley of the Qadlslm. 
These insignificant groves ore sole 
survivors of the fair forests which 
on ce spread over the whole Lebanon, 
and for their disappearance tho us is 
alone responsible. 
For centuries and 
tens of centuries the people of the 
Lebanon have hacked and sawn and 
hewn and felled, until not only the 
cedar, but the cypress, oak, poplar 
and pine as well have dwindled away. 
Of all trees the slowly maturing ce­ 
dar has most suffered. 
It furnished 
Hiram and his Phoenicians With the 
sweet-scented timber which they sold 
to Solomon and the other kings of the 
earth for their temples and palaces. 
The Greek settlers used it, and so did 
the Romans during their occupation— 
and so have all races, whether of the 
soil or foreign to it, Which have utilized 
the resources of the Lebanon. 
It IR 
only a sentiment approaching to re­ 
ligious awe which has preserved these 
last stragglers of a vanished host 
There Is 
one 
guarded 
spot—the 
patch above the Qadisha. 
A wall has 
been built around the cedars, and the 
grove Is looked upon as ti national 
treasure, a national sanctuary. 
It is. 
in fact, the Inst sacred grove. 
Most 
people when they go to .tile Cedars 
take the 
new carriage road 
from 
Trlpolis. 
But we preferred to take 
the old road which, as it climbs up 
from Shekka ou the toast to Iladdat, 
offers some of the finest ami wildest 
Scenery In the Lebanon. 
It runs close to tile forge of the 
Qadisha. 
Abote, far away, towers the 
highest peak of (he Lebanon, Qom- 
nmtns-Kaudn, and Immediately above, 
like lingo walls erected by Titans, 
sparsely grown precipices shut In the 
valleyj their sternness softened here 
and there by terraced vineyards. Ever 
upward climbs the road until at last 
the mountain villages of Bosharreh and 
Ehden are visible on a distant height, 
with a black spot staining the moun­ 
tain behind them. 
That spot is the 
Cedars. 
And that remnant pf a forest, fenced 
about with a gray stone wall outside 
which but a fpw truants remain, is all. 
But when one gets cJpser one sees that 
It. is a mighty remnant, after all. 
As 
one climbs up over the slippery, sweet- 
scented needles, layer upon layer deep, 
Into the solemn and ancient wood, one 
realizes that it is enough to evoke all 
that the words “Cedars of Lebanon" 
Imply. 
They grow rinse, these trees, a few 
of which number their years not in 
hundreds hut in tens of hundreds, and 
within their shade there is the gloom 
and hush of a holy place. 
Some of 
the veterans have attained an im­ 
mense size, and five men are needed 
to encircle one aged trunk with their 
arms. 
It is reputed to have seen two 
thousand summers and winters. 
Who 
knows? It may have seen the birth of 
Christianity, the first fearful years of 
the faith and its triumph. 
The silence, and the twilight made 
by the thick branches, and the incense 
of the sun warmed, aromatic timber, 
give the impression that one is In a 
temple so that tile little Maronite 
chapel which pious people have built 
In the center of the wood seems un­ 
necessary. 
The chapel bell is hung 
on the trunk of a cedar tree nearby, 
and once during the day its voice rings 
out through the wood calling people 
to prayer.

IN DEFENSE OE TUE ( ROW 


T h e crow is not an edible bird, but he is the subject of much 
controversy. 
Nobody in this neighborhood seems to take the side 
of the crow, in fact shooters hand together and form clubs to ex­ 
term inate the bird. 
Everything has a place in nature and ii 
seems the crow has some niche to fill, although the great ma­ 
jority of the people seem ready to refuse the bird any kind of 
shelter from the storm of extermination. 
As related by Alvah Eastm an in the St. Cloud Daily Journal 
Press, the bird is the victim of hunting clubs, who accept without 
question th at he is a menace to other birds, and should be killed. 
Many farmers are convinced th a t he does much more good than 
harm, and forbid hunters to invade their land in the hunt. 
Three 
well informed professors of the University come out as the crow ’s 
defenders, and say that if men would let nature’s scheme alone 
they would show wisdom. 
These men are Dr. Royal B. Chapman, chief of the division 
of entomology; Dr. W. A. Riley, professor of animal biology, and 
Dr. T. S. Roberts, director of the zoological museum. 
II is their 
business to know the habits of birds and their value. 
All agree 
that the balance for service to the farm ers is in favor of the 
crow, when they are not too numerous. 
Dr. Roberts is opposed to a bounty on crows. 
Under nor­ 
mal conditions, the hawks and the owls kept the crows in check 
and then the crows were more beneficial than detrimental. 
Bu! 
we have killed off hawks and owls to such an extent that the 
crows have multiplied abnormally and now they are probably 
detrimental. 
Crows eat the farm ers’ corn and destroy birds’ eggs. 
On the 
other side of the ledger they eat carrion and destroy insects which 
are injurious to plants. 
No state has ever gained by the crow 
bounty, says Dr. Roberts in conclusion. 
Dr. Riley says the hest information favors the crow. 
Ile is 
mainly remembered because he eats corn in planting season. 
His 
good acts got little publicity. 
He feeds on soil insects that; are in­ 
jurious to crops and he saves the farm er much more than he 
costs him. 
And there you are. 
A lot of the “kill the crow” literature 
has the taint of the propaganda of the ammunition-selling game. 
We believe in letting every farm er size up the situation as he sees 
hest. 
If the crows’ damage amounts to more than his beneficial 
acts, let the farm er he the judge and let him he the executioner. 
Let city folks who have no crops stay out of the game.

TWO SIDEN TO T il AKEKI S H A AK 


T h e traffic safety signal recently installed at the intersec­ 
tion of South Sixth and Laurel streets, serves a double purpose. 
It is a signal to automobiles and pedestrians. 
As the “go” sign hobs up, automobiles'are given the field to 
advance. 
It is then that many careless Brainerd citizens calmly 
walk across the street, directly in the path of the oncoming auto­ 
mobile. 
The time is so short between signals that a long line o f 
cars has no time to wait until the dilly-dallying pedestrian ne­ 
gotiates the distance between curbs. 
The pedestrian should also watch the “stop” and “go” sign. 
If the “go” sign gives the car the right of way, he should wait 
until a “stop sign halts traffic and permits him to walk safely to 
the other side. 
It is instructive to watch the signal. 
All city drivers, as a 
rule, obey the silent summons. 
Many local people duck by the 
sign, others halt directly on the crosswalk or in the intersection. 
One thing is certain, when in operation the sign speeds traffic 
and if followed according to signals, obviates any intersection 
accidents.

“OLD MAN OF THE SEA” 


Latest Light at Cape Henloper* 
is turned on and off b y sun; 
old keeper loses job. 


PIE sea gained only a 
hollow 
victory 
when 
historic Cape Henlopen 
Lighthouse, 
which 
the 
British 
built 
at the 
mouth of Delaware Bay 
in 1765, succumbed re­ 
cently to wind and tide 
and 
toppled 
into 
the 
arms of its ancient enemy. 
The government had foreseen the 
destruction of the old Im,lit anti had 
erected 
a 
new 
sled 
lighthouse 
equipped with a carbide gas or acety­ 
lene light which works automatically, 
turning 
itself 
off at dawn 
and on 
again when the sun goes down. 
The 
old keeper lost ins job, for the new 
light docs not need a beefier, and is 
only visited twice a year to replenish 
the fuel. 
The passing of the old landmark, 
the second oldest beacon rn America, 
will be regretted by all mariners, who 
Knew it as the “Old Mail of the Sea.” 
Pirates and buccaneer, of the days 
of “wooden 
ships and iron men,” as
